Voted, That the appointment of Hog-reeves be referred 
to the Selectmen, with instructions to appoint a requisite 
number. 

Voted, 'T'o raise $3600 to defray the ordinary expenses 
of the town the current year. 

Voted, 'That the Selectmen be authorized to expend the 
above sum as the interests of the town shall seem to 
require. 

Voted, ‘To raise the sum of three thousand dollars for 
the support of schools the current year, and that the com- 
mittee having in charge the town funds be instrueted to 
collect and pay over to the selectmen, the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars of the interest of the school fund, which shall 
constitute a part of the three thousand dollars, and that the 
same be divided among the several school districts in the 
same manner as last year. 

Voted, To raise $4000 for the building and repairing 
highways and bridges, to be laid out in labor at ten cents 
per hour. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to require high- 
way surveyors to lay out 75 per cent. of their money in the 
months of May and June. 

Voted, 'That the income of the Parsonage Fund be dis- 
posed of as heretofore. 
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Voted, That the share of the Literary Fund received by 
this town, be divided equally among the several school 
districts in town. 

Voted, That Article VII. of the Warrant, in relation to 
the purchase of an Engine and Apparatus to be located 
near the south end of Main-street, be dismissed. 

Voted, That a sum not exceeding $300, be raised and 
appropriated for the purpose of enlarging and fencing the 
burying ground at Millville, and that the same be expended 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the subject matter of Article IX., in rela- 
tion to the ringing of bells, be referred to the Selectmen. 

Voted, 'That Article X. of the Warrant, in relation to 
school districts No. 8, in Hopkinton, and No. 4, in Con- 
Concord, be dismissed. 

Voted, That the town will permit to be fenced in a com- 
mon, so much of the highway and meeting-house lot, by the 
Methodist Biblical Institute, or Old North Church, as, in 
the opinion of the Selectmen, may be done without incon- 
venience to the public travel. 

Voted, That the subject matter of Article XIL., in rela- 
tion to the claim of the heirs of Joseph Hall upon the town, 
be referred to Ira Perley, Esq., and that he be requested 
to report to the town at some future meeting. 

The following resolution was submitted by N. B. Baker, 
Ksq.: 

Resolved, That the Selectmen of the town be directed 
and authorized to borrow, on the credit of the town, asum 
of money not exceeding $20.000, for the purpose of build- 
ing a new town house. 

Upon the question, Shall the resolution be adopted? it 
was decided in the negative. 

The following resolution was submitted by Josiah Mi- 
not, Esq. : . 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed by the 
moderator, to procure a plan of a town house, and make 
estimates of the expense of the same; and that the com- 
mittee be instructed to report at a meeting of the town to 
be holden in November next, and that an article on the 
subject be inserted in the warrant calling the same. 
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J.B. Walker, Esq. moved to amend the resolution by 
striking out all after the word resolved, and insert “‘ That 
a sum not exceeding $1000 be raised and appropriated for 
the purpose of repairing the town house, and in conjunc- 
tion with the county of Merrimack to paint the same exter- 
nally; and that a committee of five be appointed by the 
moderator for the purpose of accomplishing the above 
object.” 

Upon the question, Shall the resolution be so amended ? 
it was decided in the negative. 

Upon the question, Shall the resolution submitted by J. 
Minot, Esq. be adopted? it was decided in the affirmative, 
and the resolution was adopted. 

The following persons were appointed the committee 
named in the foregoing resolution :

The following resolution, submitted by D. S. Palmer, 
was adopted : 

Resolved, 'That the Selectmen are hereby instructed to. 
grant no license, during the ensuing year, permitting the 
exhibition of circuses within the limits of the town of Con- 
eord, and that they prosecute, at the expense of the town, 
any and all violations of the provisions of the 125th chap- 
ter of the Revised Statutes, relating to such exhibitions. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to ask the 
highest price allowed by law, for licenses of caravans. 

Upon the question, Is it expedient that a law be enacted 
by the General Court, prohibiting the sale of wines or other 
spirituous liquors, except for chemical, medicinal, or me- 
chanical purposes ¢ the following vote was given in: 

In the affirmative 186—negative, none. 

Voted, ‘That the sum of $1000, in addition to the sum 
already raised, be raised and appropriated for the support of 
common schools in the town of Concord the ensuing year, 
and the same be divided among the several school districts 
in town, in the same manner as that already raised. 

Voted, That the sum of $110 be raised and appropriated 
for the support of a Teachers’ Institute in and for the 
county of Merrimack, 
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Voted, That the town will discontinue so much of the 
old road, leading from John Sawyer’s to Henry Rolfe’s, as 
lies between Central-street and clay hill (so-called), and 
accept, as a town road, so much of Merrimack-street as 
lies between the same points, it being now made—provided 
the owners of lands ou Merrimack street execute good and 
sufficient releases to the town, of all claims for damages 
on account of the lands occupied by said street. 


Voted, That Article X VIL. of the Warrant, ‘‘ To see if 
the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to lay out a 
new highway on the road now travelled from the east end 
of Merrimack street, at the top of clay hill, (so-called,) to 
the Fisherville Depot, and discontinue the old road be- 
tween the same points,” be referred to the Selectmen. 


Voted, That Article XVIII. of the Warrant, ‘‘'To see if 
the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to straighten 
and widen the road from horse hill bridge to David Elliot’s, 
and lay out a new highway from David Elliot’s to George 
F. Sanborn’s,”’ be referred to the Selectmen. 

Voted, That a sum of money not exceeding $500, be 
raised and appropriated to purchase land and fence the 
same, for a burying ground at Fisherville—the same to be 
expended under the direction of the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to lay out and 
build a road, and fence the same, commencing at a point 
near Harry Houston’s house, on the road leading from Con- 
cord to Boscawen, to the West Village Depot, on the 
Northern Rail-road. 

Voted, That the following Report, made at the last an- 
nual meeting, by a committee appointed for the purpose, 
be accepted and adopted : 7 


Report. 

The Committee on School Districts, to whom was re- 
committed a portion of their Report of March last, have 
directed me to report the following, to wit: That the fol- 
lowing described territory now included in school district 
No. 23, viz.—commencing at the south-west corner of 
Solon Sanborn’s land, by Contoocook river; thence run- 
ning northerly by the west line of said Sanborn’s land and 
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land of Robert Hardy to the Rangeway; thence easterly 
by the Rangeway to the south-west corner of Isaac Colby’s 
land ; thence northerly by the westerly line of said Colby’s 
land and the easterly lineof Thomas Eastman’s land, to 
Boscawen line; thence easterly by said Boscawen line to 
Contoocook river to the place begun at, be disannexed 
from said district and united to district No. 20, and that 
the remainder of said district No. 23, together with all the 
territory now included in district No. 1 and 25, embracing 
all the land in said town north of Contoocook river, ex- 
cept what is hereby annexed to No. 20, be united and 
constitute school district No. 1. That school district No. 
22 be annulled, and that all the territory now known as 
- district No. 22 be annexed to district No. 4, except the 
farm of John Alexander, which by an act of the Select- 
men has been assigned to a school district in Hopkinton. 
All of which is respectfully submitted by 
JOSIAH STEVENS, 
for the Committee. 


The Selectmen made the following report, which was 
accepted : 

The Selectmen have taken into consideration the subject 
which was referred to them, by a vote of the town, ‘‘ To 
see 1f the town will accept the bridge across the canal at 
Fisherville, so-called, as a part of the highway?’ After 
examining the bridge, and ascertaining that the canal was 
cut across the road for conveying water to the factory build- 
ings, and inasmuch as it is of no use to the town, we are of 
the opinion that it is inexpedient for the town to accept the 
same as a public highway.

Report of the Committee om Town Funds. 

The committee having in charge the various funds of 
the town of Concord, respectfully submit to its citizens 
the following report of the present amount and condition 
of said funds, to wit; 


PARSONAGE FUND.

Report of the Superintending School 
Committee. 

In submitting the anual report of the condition of the 
schools in Concord, the Superintending School Commit- 
tee are happy to have it in their power to say, that with a 
few exceptions, the public schools in town have been ju- 
diciously ‘and successfully conducted through both the 
summer and winter terms of the past year. In general, 
teachers of capacity and qualification superior to those of 
the preceeding year have been employed, and the result 
has been a marked and decided improvement in the 
schools under their charge. In some instances however, 
persons of competent literary attainments, but deficient in 
energy and aptness to govern and to teach, have undertaken 
a task, for which they were not fitted by nature or education, 
and fulfilled it with little reputation to themselves, and less 
benefit to their pupils: Want of energy in the teachers, 
and a consequent want of order and quiet in the schools, 
is the prominent evil which has fallen undef out observa- 
tion, aside from the inattention and want of fidelity in pa- 
rents. If prudential committees, would exercise more care 
to hire only competent, energetic, efficient and systemat- 
ic teachers, and parents would see that theit children not 
merely attend school, but conduct properly and make some 
improvement while there—if instead of entrusting their 
ofispring to the unaided management of a stranger, the © 
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father and mothe would thetnselves visit the school-rooft, 
teach their children to regard the teacher as their friend, 
and participate and sympathize in all his efforts to advance 
their progress in useful knowledge, our common schools 
would be at once elevated in character and influence.— 
Until better teachers shall be provided, and the parents exe 
hibit as much interest in the education of their children as 
they do in the management of thei¥ ordinary percuniary 
affairs, it is vain to anticipate any thing like perfection in 
the operation of our system of popular Instruction. 

It is believed however, that public sentiment is improv- 
ing in relation to this matter. As already stated, better 
teachers generally have been employed this year than last, 
and their worth has been appreciated. Parents are devot- 
ing more time and bestowing more attention upon the cul- 
ture of their offspring. With two or three exceptions, 
every school in town has been visited four times during the 
year by some member of the committee, and they have 
frequently been accompanied in their visit by the pruden- 
tial committees and some of the parents of the district.— 
In some parts of the town, an inereased interest in educa- 
tion has been clearly evinced by providing better accommo- 
dations for pupils, and additional facilities for teachers.— 
This is particularly the case in Nos. 10, 11, and 20, though 
we regret to say, that notwithstanding the ‘important work 
slready accomplished, No. 10 is still destitute of the necess 
sary accommodation of suitable rooms for all its numerous 
scholars. Another building the size and convenience of 
the substantial edifice erected with so much liberality and 
iinaiimity of sentiment last year, would do little more than 
provide for the wants of its rapidly increasing population. 

In the report of last years committee,the example of No. 10, 
in building their new, well constructed and spacious house 
was noticed with commendation, as deserving to be emu- 
lated by other districts ; and it has been. During the past 
year No, 20, has done itself much credit by the construc- 
tion of a large and very convenient house for the accom- 
modation of its schools, at an expense of about three thou- 
sand dollars. This noble conduct of the inhabitants of that 
district is entitled to all praise, exhibiting as it does not only 
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their liberality, but their wise determination that the means 
of mental and moral culture shall keep pace with the growth 
in wealth and population of their beautiful and thrifty vil- 
lage. 

District No. 11, too, has within the past year completely 
remodeled and refitted the rooms in their former house, so 
that they now compare favorably with those of No. 10, and 
has provided a new house for the accommodation of its 
smaller children, so that the youth of no district in town 
probably are now better accommodated with suitable and 
comfortable school rooms, in proportion to their number, 
than those of No. 11. Morover, that district last fall made 
a small appropriation for the purchase of apparatus sufhi- 
cient to furnish their rooms with thermometers, terrestial 
globes, outline maps, a set of geometrical solids and a set 
of Holbrook’s infant school apparatus. Besides adding 
much to the appearance of the rooms themselves, render- 
ing them more interesting and attractive to their inmates, 
the advantages of this little expenditure were strikingly 
apparent during the continuance and at the close of the 
schools. While we hope and would earnestly reccom- 
mend that the other districts in town imitate Nos. 10, 11, 
and 20 in rebuilding, or remodeling and refitting the rooms 
of their school houses, we trust they will not fail to follow 
the example of No. 11, in procuring at a trifling expense, 
apparatus to illustrate and facilitate the study of the more 
important branches of useful learning. Its cost is not a 
tithe of the actual value of such apparatus to the school 
in which it may be placed. 

Only two or three instances of insubordination, de- 
manding the interference of the committe, have occurred 
during the year. ‘There are numerous minor evils, such 
as too great variety and want of uniformity of school 
books, the want of punctuality in the attendance of schol- 
ars, the indisposition of some parents to have their chil-_ 
dren subject to the discipline indispensible to their pro- 
gress in knowledge; and many others which might be 
named whose removal would add greatly to the success of 
our schools; but to these our predecessors have so frequent- 
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ly called attention, that it is unnecessary for us to do more 
than allude to them. 

From the subjoined table, exhibiting in a comprehensive 
form, the statistics of all the different schools in town, it 
will be seen that a much larger number of scholars have 
received instruction, for a much longer period, during the 
past year, than ever before. By a comparison of the results 
therein exhibited with those furnished in former reports, 
we are confident our citizens will be satisfied that the sum 
of eight hundred dollars, raised at the last annual meeting 
for the support of schools, in addition to the sum required 
by law, was wisely appropriated, and has been usefully and 
profitably expended. If so, they will agree with us, that 
instead of discontinuing or diminishing this additional 
sum hereafter, true wisdom and true economy dictate its . 
increase. In our judgment, itis not only cheaper, but 
vastly more beneficial to a community like our own, consti- 
tuting an integral portion of a great confederated repub- 
lic, whose life blood is intelligence and whose basis is the 
natural equality of its citizens, that all our children com- 
mence and continue, as long as possible, their education in 
the same schools. 

Tt will be seen that the whole number of scholars re- 
ported as attending the winter schools is 1530; the num- 
ber attending the summer schools, 1432. Neither of these 
numbers is large enough, for the reason that in three of the 
districts no summer schools were kept, and in No. 10 want 
of funds compelled the discontinuance of one of the 
schools at the close of the fall term. 

The number of persons in town between four and four- 
teen years of age, is reported at 1772, but it is believed 
that the actual number is much larger than reported, es- 
pecially in districts Nos. 9, 10, 1l and20. There is, how- 
ever, no provision by existing laws, whereby an accurate 
enumeration can be obtained. 

In very few districts have we had-reports of the number 
of children between 4 and 14 that do not attend school ; 
and from none have we received returns of the number of 
persons between 14 and 21 years of age who cannot read 
and write. It is confidently believed, that, aside fromthe 
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foreign population, these classes of persons are very 
limited. 

The school house in district No. 3 is entirely inadequate 
to the proper accommodation of the children of the district, 
and itis hoped that its citizens may not permit another 
year to pass by without taking some measures to remedy 
the inconveniences to which they are now exposed. ‘The 
wants of that district imperatively demand, and the inteli- 
gence, ability and public spirit of its inhabitants must ul- 
timately ensure the erection of a new house, with two 
school rooms, arranged, finished and furnished in the most 
convenient and approved mode. 

Districts Nos. 9, 12, 13 and 19 would be exceedingly 
benefitted by remodeling their school rooms, and furnish- 
ing them with improved seats and benches. The same is 
true of other districts, although from the smaller number 
of scholars, less disadvantages are experienced in them 
than in those we have named.
